	 A third-generation Rockville Centre 
resident serving his third term as a Village 
Trustee, Ed Oppenheimer was chosen as the 
2017 Person of the Year by the Rockville 
Centre Herald.  
	 “Ed has always been a valuable member of 

this community,” commented Mayor Francis 
X. Murray.  “He is the embodiment of what 
an outstanding citizen is and should be.  Not 
batting an eye to get involved to help his fellow 
neighbors, he has spent a large portion of his 
life trying to make the community better. He is 
a worthy recipient of this honor.”

	 His dedication to the Rockville Centre 
community began in 1979 when he joined 
the Rockville Centre Fire Department. Ed is 
qualified as a firefighter and New York State 
Emergency Medical Technician. In 2016, 

Ed earned, along with other members of the 
Rockville Centre Fire Department, the Town 
of Hempstead Firefighter of the Year Award 
for their life saving efforts. In 2016, Ed was 
fortunate to be able to assist in two successful 
resuscitation efforts, numbers 12 and 13 of 
his 38-year RVCFD career.
	 In addition to his service as a village 

trustee and a first responder, Ed is a former 
Nassau County Legislator and past President 
of the Rockville Centre Public Library. 
He was a founding trustee of the Rockville 
Centre Community Fund, serving as its 
treasurer for 25 years, and has been on the 
Village Planning Board and has served as a 
Trustee for the Chamber of Commerce and 
Congregation B’nai Sholom-Beth David.

Happy New Year!
	 2017 was a busy year for the Village of 
Rockville Centre and we remain a highly 
desirable community to live, work, and 
play.   As everyone who lives here knows, 
we have a great deal to offer our residents. 
This includes our first-rate Village services, 
our excellent schools, beautifully updated 
parks and ballfields, our booming Recreation 
Center and Sandel Senior Center, our 
thriving downtown business district and our 
first class police and fire departments.
	 We have made great strides on upgrades 
throughout the Village.   One of the most 
notable improvements is our roadways. 
I am pleased to say that in 6.5 years, the 
Village has completed approximately 18.25 
miles of roadway, more than a quarter of 
our roadways, including Maple Avenue and 
North Park Avenue in our downtown.   The 
road construction process includes several 
stages, including surveying, design/drafting, 
and then it is bid out.  Once the contract is 
awarded, water main upgrades, drainage 
upgrades, electrical lighting, as well as 
new concrete curbs, pads, driveway aprons, 

handicap ramps, new base and top asphalt, 
and new stop bars are addressed.   Rather 
than lay down a layer of asphalt and have to 
come back in a year to replace a water main 
or street lighting, we are addressing all of the 
underground matters at once. Typically these 
are done as separate contracts.  In October, 
the Village was awarded a $50,000 grant in 
state funding to assist with local road repairs.  
We will be continuing these upgrades into 
2018.  
	 We believe in our future and drinking 
water safety is paramount to our existence. 
We have rebuilt and refurbished 3 of our 
4 water towers and rebuilt our only iron 
filtration plant.   We have committed to 
rebuilding and refurbishing our 4th water 
tower on Sunrise Highway at the western 
entrance of our Village next year. Last 
year, we encapsulated all our water wells 
in cement buildings to secure water safety.  
Since there is iron in the Long Island Water 
supply, we have committed to building a 
second iron filtration plant on the corner of 
Maple Avenue and Forest Avenue.  I am also 
pleased to announce that Rockville Centre 
was recently awarded $953,121 in state 
funding through the NY Water Infrastructure 
Improvement Act.   The grant was awarded 
through Governor Cuomo’s office and will 
secure eight water well enclosures for the 
protection of our water supply.  
	 In an effort to update some of our aging 
electric system, we have been working with 
our Superintendent and New York State to 
find grants. Recently we won Phase II of a 
statewide microgrid contest and are receiving 
one million dollars.  This has qualified us for 
the Governor’s next phase and six million 
dollars.   We hope to add new generation, 

solar and battery backup.
	 The safety of our residents is paramount.  
Our Police answered over 17,000 calls for 
service during the year including more than 
2,000 medical aided cases, and more than 
1,000 traffic accidents.   Our officers are 
continuously involved in training exercises 
and programs to assist them in their daily 
duties. Thanks to a grant, we will be installing 
more license plate readers throughout the 
Village for the protection of our residents.  
	 We are so lucky to have one of the 
largest and highly trained volunteer Fire 
Departments in the entire state.   The Fire 
Department answers more than 2,500 
alarms a year including fire alarms, carbon 
monoxide alarms, vehicle fires, elevator 
rescues and brush fires.  They also respond 
as mutual aid to our surrounding villages 
when the need arises.  
	 Like every municipality, increasing 
costs including those mandated by other 
levels of government, have challenged the 
Village of Rockville Centre.   However, my 
administration has risen to the challenge and 
we refuse to pass all the increased costs along 
to homeowners through higher real estate 
taxes. Instead we have been aggressive in 
seeking grants, donations and partnerships.  
My lobbying efforts in Washington, DC, 
Albany and Nassau County, has brought over 
$15 million dollars in grants and gifts to our 
Village.   These grants along with prudent 
spending, have allowed us to hold the line 
on taxes and have been under the 2% tax cap 
for the past four years.  In addition, we have 
implemented prudent fiscal policies.  These 
policies have been recognized by Standard & 
Poor’s Rating of AAA, the highest possible 
rating, and Moody’s rating of AA2, one of its 

highest ratings.
	 Our downtown business district is the 
key to our Village’s future and sets the 
tone for our village.   It is the most visible 
indicator of community pride as well as the 
economic health of our Village.  It represents 
a significant portion of our tax base and 
its prosperity protects resident’s property 
values.  We have grown our occupancy rate 
from 84% to a staggering 98%.  I would also 
like to take the time to announce the launch 
of “Whoosh!,” a mobile phone application 
that will enable users to pay on-street 
parking meters by cell phones, tablets, and 
computers. The new system is available 
in parking field 27 located adjacent to the 
St. Agnes Cathedral and will help make 
mobile parking payments an alternative to 
conventional coin- and bill-operated parking 
meters.  Once we are assured that the system 
works properly and everything is going 
smoothly for patrons, we will roll out the new 
program Village-wide. 
	 None of these accomplishments would be 
possible without the help of my Deputy Mayor 
Kathy Baxley, Trustees Mike Sepe, Emilio 
Grillo and Ed Oppenheimer, as well as our 
dedicated Village employees.   Our Village 
Administrator Kathleen Murray, department 
heads, and employees work tirelessly to make 
Rockville Centre a desirable community to 
work, play and live.
	 I consider it privilege to be the Mayor of 
Rockville Centre and I pledge to continue to 
keep our home the desirable community it is, 
while striving to make it better.  I am proud 
of the work we have done and look forward 
to continuing to improve on this great 
foundation in 2018 to make it an even better 
place for our children and grandchildren.

	 The South Side Girls Cross Country team 
ended the season as County Champions.  
Ending the regular season, the girls finished 
with a record of 12 wins and 1 loss. Facing 
their toughest opponent, Manhasset, South 
Side came away with the victory by 3 points 
for the title of Nassau County Championship.  
Top runner, Carly Woelfel ran away with 
the race, winning the Nassau County title.  
Second fastest runner, Katie Mohr, finished 
third in the race and five of the team’s top 
runners earned the title “All County.”  The 
girls came back the next week to run in the 
State Championship qualifier, facing a team 
that has a ten-year winning streak of 140-
0.  Again, the girls showed what they were 
about, defeating that team and earning the 
privilege of representing Nassau County 
in the State Championships, located in 
Rochester, NY.   The final exciting moment 

of our season was watching Carly Woelfel 
place 9th in the State Championship, 
earning her the title “All State.”

	The South Side High School Girls

January Board Meeting Honors RVC Youth

	 Like communities across the country, 
Rockville Centre’s Bradford Pear trees are 
under attack. An increasingly large number 
of these trees have become diseased 
in recent years and are showing many 
problematic symptoms. Some of these may 
include less flowers and leaves, leaves 
that may be discolored or blotchy, leaves 
falling prematurely and a general decline 
in health. One of the most common of the 
diseases is the fire blight that starts at twig 
ends and progresses back toward the main 

stem. Additionally, Trellis Rust is a common 
cause of their decline. Unfortunately, when 
a large number of trees of the same variety 
are planted in one area, it allows diseases 
to spread very quickly from tree to tree. The 
fungus that impacts these trees is airborne 
and is causing problems island-wide so 
even if the trees are sprayed and bloom one 
additional year, the chances of this issue 
being eradicated are slim.
	 After consulting with numerous 
experts, the RVC Conservancy believes 

the best option is to remove and replace 
the Bradford Pear trees. After negotiating 
with numerous tree companies, the RVC 
Conservancy has arranged a special price 
of $140 with Weeping Willow tree service 
to have Rockville Centre homeowners’ 
curbside pear trees removed.
